Permanent  Supportive  Housing  and  Interim  Motel  Conversion 
Ordinances 

On  Thursday,  December  14  at  noon  the  City  Planning  Commission  will  be  considering  the  Permanent  Supportive  Housing  (PSH) 
Ordinance  and  Interim  Motel  Conversion  (IMC)  Ordinance.  Please  join  CCA  to  support  these  important  ordinances  that  will 
help  to  house  homeless  individuals. 

The  PSH  Ordinance  would  remove  regulatory  barriers  that  impair  the  construction  of  new  supportive  housing.  Specifically,  the 
ordinance  will: 

•  Create  an  administrative  clearance  process  by  City  Planning  for  qualifying  PSH  projects 

•  Provide  a  density  bonus  and  other  incentives  for  qualifying  PSH  projects  including  modified  parking  requirements 

•  Amend  the  Public  Facilities  Zone  to  allow  joint  public-private  developments  to  utilize  the  least  restrictive  adjacent  zone 

•  Amend  Site  Plan  Review  thresholds  for  qualifying  PSH  projects  to  120  units  citywide  and  200  units  in  the  Greater  Downtown 
Housing  Incentive  Area 

•  Establish  performance  standards  for  qualifying  PSH  projects  including  design  standards 
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The  IMC  Ordinance  is  intended  to  promote  creative  and  cost-effective  strategies  to  expand  housing  solutions  for  persons 
experiencing  homelessness.  If  adopted,  it  would  streamline  the  approval  process  to  allow  existing  motels  and  hotels  to  be  retrofitted 
and  used  for  supportive  and  transitional  housing  for  an  interim  period  depending  upon  the  terms  of  the  service  contract. 


Hazens  Group's  Development  Approved  at  PLUM 

CCA  spoke  in  support  of  the  1020  S.  Figueroa  project  by  Hazens  Group  at  the  City's  Planning  and  Land  Use  Management 
Committee  meeting.  The  development  will  include  300  hotel  rooms,  435  condominiums  and  nearly  60,000  square  feet  of  retail  right 
across  the  street  from  LA  LIVE.  Councilmember  Huizar  and  other  committee  members  strongly  endorsed  the  project,  and  voted 
unanimously  to  approve  and  move  it  to  a  vote  of  the  full  City  Council. 


Location  Restrictions  for  Commercial  Cannabis  Activity 

Yesterday,  the  City  Council  adopted  location  restrictions  for  commercial  cannabis  activity,  with  actions  pending  in  the  Rules, 
Elections,  and  Intergovernmental  Relations  Committee.  They  approved  a  700-foot  buffer  between  cannabis  establishments  and 
sensitive  sites  such  as  schools,  parks,  child  care  centers,  public  libraries,  and  drug/alcohol  rehab  &  recovery  facilities.  Click  here  for 
an  overview  of  the  location  requirements,  highlights  of  the  draft  Commercial  Cannabis  Activity  Ordinance  and  a  summary  of  the 
proposed  Social  Equity  Program.
